WASHINGTON, June 8.—Tbe senate 


made bnt little progress today toward 
final adjournment. The new deficiency 
bill framed to overcome the objections 
of the President by omlwlon of claima 
wiB passed. 


An effort by Mr. Harris of Ten: 


to add war claims under the Bowman act. 
Aggregating $500,000, failed on a point of 
order. A final report on tbe appropri- 
ation bill wae agreed to. The immigra- 
tion bill waa before tbe senate before 
o'clock, but Mr. Morgan of Alabama di- 
verted the debate into a discussion o! $50,066. 
Cuba. Mr. Morgan.branched off to tbe 
present, war. and , said the conditions 
were each as to justify intervention by 
the United States. 
The eenator read from Book of Blood 


showing the atrocities of the late war. 
Mr. Morgan said he bad been assailed 
for desiring war between the United 


• Stated and Spain. He did not deny, be 


eaid, that he waa not averse to war i! 
Spain continued war on Cuba. 
Mr. Morgan disclaimed the harsh 
statements attributed to him against the 
queen regent of Spain. If tbe queen o 
Spain, tbe queen of England, and tht 
empress of Germany could meet in 
that stricken island and witness some o 
the brutalities and outrages forced upon 
the defenseless women and childrei 
then you would find these great 
queens raising their voices against such 
atrocities and ending the rule of tho 
brute, Weyler. 
Mr. Morgan referred in closing to th< 


reports that tbe President contemplated 
using the offices of the United States to- 
ward inducing the Cabana to lay down 
their arms, receiving in return from 
Spain a reciprocity treaty. The senator 
did not know how far the unauthorized 
interference in the affairs of otber coun- 
tries would proceed, but he regretted 
tbat the President bad not eeen fit to 
act witb congress in seeking to remedy 
these conditions. 
When a further disagreement on tbe 


District of Columbia appropriation was 
presented, Mr. Gorman took occasion to 
flay that tbe disposition of the house in 
all the pending conferences was to 
threaten tbe senate with a continuance 
of the eeBsion. It was to notify the 
house conference that this threat could 
not intimidate the senate. 


He referred in particular to the disa- 


greement on the charity items of the 
District of Columbia appropriation bill, 
and declared it to be the result of re- 
ligious prejudice. 


•fae District of Columbia bill was 


again returned to conference. 


A final report on tbe postoulce appro- 


priation bill was agreed to. It covered 
tbe item of consolidating poatofBces, the 
original amendment being modified so 
that consolidation is not to extend be- 
yond the five-mile limit of cities except 
in tho case of Cambridge, Mass., and 
Weaon, Md.

menta. An attorney denounced th 
statements as untrue, and Judge Catlii 
echoed the denuuciation. Thereupon 
the Sec fltid, In effect,.that its etate 
mentB were truthful and that the judge 
and the attorney knew them to be eo 
Ae a reeult, the editor was arrested fo 
contempt. 


The defense offered to prove that ev 


ery statement contained in the pub 
liBhed report wan true. 
The courl 


ruled that the official flteuograpber'i 
notes, and nothing else, ehould be ad 
mitted to ehow what testimony had been 
given in tbe Tatmadge caae. It wa 
ehown that tbe (stenographer did no 
hoar all of Talmadfie'e testimony (which 
waeln controversy!. »nd tbat he had 
frequently complained on that account 
Here, for instance, IB a scrap from a re- 
port of the contempt trial: 


Attorney A. J. Bruner—In justice tc 


Mr. Dnden.be has stated to me and do 
aired me to state to the court that h 
stood up and took the testimony and re 
marked to the court that he could nof 
hear hia testimony, and Mr. Duden e*y 
that at that time he had not taken thi 
testimony for a minute or two. 


Mr. Reddy—Is that your testimony' 
A.—Mr. Bruner hae elated it eubatan 


tlally correct. 


Having nhown that the official repoi 


was defective and unreliable, the defense 
offered to prove that tbe Bce'e repor 
wan truthful. With this purpose in 
view, namerons witntswB were in at- 
tendance, among them being the cor 
respondent of the United Press, which 
is a rival of tbe organization that tb< 
Bet patronizes. Judge Catlin refused 
to receive the evidence ol these wit- 
ueues. The paper was refused the 
privilege of demonstration that it hac 
told the troth. And the editor was 
fined $500! 


If outrages ever are perpetrated ii 


the name and under the gnise of law, 
who will dispute that thit ie one o! 
them? Ii a man to be denounced as a 
liar, and mnat he remain silent under 
inch insult limply because its perpe- 
trator wean theoretical ermine? Such 
an idea has no place in a popular gov- 
ernment. The liee having offered tb prove 
that it told tbe troth and nothing hut 
the truth, and having been refused the 
privilege by a party in interest, tbe pub- 
lic has a right to suppose that it coul< 
have done' what it offered to do. Fo 
all practical purposes that offer tc 
prove, combined with tbe arbitrary re- 
fueal to receive it, amounted to a dem 
o net rat ion of its caee. If this is no 
law, it ia common tense, which final.; 
ie higher tbat law. 


In order to reach the conclusion tha 


the other man was the liar, J udge Cat- 
lin did one thing which is of the utmoe 
importance to every citizen: He deniei 
that the Barry contempt law is uncon 
fltitutional. 
Aa newspapers should, am 


frequently do, stand between the peopl 
and deiigning villains, so does the Barr; 
law stand between the press and poflfli 
ble judicial tyrrany. Without it any 
editor may at any time be made tin 
victim of any small man who unfortu 
nately hu been elected to a judgeship 
If it ie in violation of fundamental law 
the fundamental law needs changing 
If jndgeshipand czarihip are, or may 
be, synony&aom terms, a change 
no lass essential. Arbitrary power is a 
dangerou thing in a republic. With 
all dne respect for Judge Catlin, we do 
not believe that the Barry law is uncon 
etitutional. If it is so, another law to 
attain the end that it was intended to 
reach, ie needed in its place. 


Notwithstanding his honor's decision 


that it was the fee tbat lied, the publi

However, the depart 
ment of public safety is a factor in tl 
question, because it accepts a certain re 
volver O.B tho official weapon of tlio po 
lice force, and the policemen, arc expect- 
ed to purchase the oflicial revolver. Per 
Bonnl taste enters into the purchase ii 
tho way of embellishments, and eom 
members of tho force pay from $15 d 
$20 for a revolver thatcau bopurchasec 
bare of ornaments for $5. The officia 
black jack is of infinite variety, but al 
ways of equal utility.—Philadelphia 
Record.

Brandenberg was 
witling to talk but bis wife was more 
willing. Both appeared to tell every- 
thing they knew, and seemed as much 
mystified as anyone as to who perpe- 
trated tbe murder. 


The Brandenbergs said that they have 


lived neighbors to tbe Sbabamarians for 
six or seven years, and their relations 
have always been bappy. Only a few 
days before the murder Queen Shahama- 
riaa, the daughter, came aver to Mrs. 
Brandenberg'a and asked her to assibt in 
making a dreea. Only recently had they 
become unfriendly to tbe Shahamarian 
boy. 


On tbe night of the murder Mr. 
Brandenberg went to bed about 8 o'clock 
with the children. In this statement 
he was borne out by the statement of 
his wife. She went to bed about 9 
o'clock. A week from last Saturday 
Brandenberg returned from Hoi Hater 
where he had been working. He made 
the trip on foot and had a very bard 
time of it. He exhibited a number of 
blisters on the bottom of his feet which 
have not yet healed. 
When about thirty miles from Fresno 


tie eaye he gave out. He could not get 
trig swollen feet into his shoes and had 
to walk barefooted a considerable dis- 
tance in the burning sand. At a very 
opportune time a wagon came along 
and he was t*iven * ride. When seen 
yesterday be was still suffering from the 
effects of bis bard journey. 
He has 


not been able to work since he returned 
and has been resting about home. 


Phis accounts for Brandenberg going 


:o bed at 8 o'clock last Friday evening. 
He and bis wife were up at 6 the next 
moraine. Brandenberg stated that be 
itill goes to bed very early as he is suff- 
ering from the fatigue of bis journey. 


When asked if be had any firearms in 


the house he answered no. His wife 
substantiated hie statement, and judg- 
ing from her manner she was telling the 
truth. In fact, neither she nor her hue- 
band seemed to be aware that suspicion 
has pointed to him as one who 
possibly knows tbe guilty parties. 
Neither Mr. nor Mrs. Brandenberg 


heard any noise from the Bhahamarian 
cottage during the night. On tbe even- 
ing before they bad Been the Shabamar- 
ian family and young Daniel Schermer- 
ian sitting on the front porch of tbe cot- 


Queen Bhahamarian bad been a !re- 


Sueut visitor at the Brandenberg bouse, 


be had told tbe Braad«nb«nn that she 
bad been engaged to young Schermer- 
ian, but ber father objected on tbe 
ground of relationship, they being cous- 
ins. Scbermerlan continued to visit bis 
uncle's bouse and tha attachment be* 
tween him and Queen did not ceaae. 


The BrandenhergB say tbat they have 
often heard a noise from the Bhahainar- 
ian house. The children and father 
would frequently have tights, all being 
mentally unbalanced. Especially wben 
alone Queon, the girl, eeemed to suffer 
moat and she would stand at the win- 
dows and go through strange antics. 
As to the relationship with old man 
Shahamaritin, Mr. and Mrs. Branden- 
bergsayhe has been very neighborly 
during their entire residence then*. 
They would borrow and lend articles to 
each other quite frequently. 


Mrs. Braudenberi! then told of the 


etranpe actions of Benjamin Shahainar- 
ifln. His treatment of a little three year 
old girl of tbe Brundenbergs, as told by 
the mother, was something terrible. It 
happened about two weeke ago while 
Mr. Brandenberg waa at Hollister and 
the child ia not woll yet. Mrs. Brandon- 
berg also told, with old country sim- 
plicity, of the insults which the youth 
had offered her during Friday after- 
noon. 
At this 
point Branden berg 


Innehed and did not show any evidence 
of the tinker which would have prompted 
a man to murder. 


Mrs. Brandenberg had gone before 
Justice Austin acid swore to a complaint 
against Benjamin Sbahamariau for as* 
sauliing her girl. But as the only evi- 
dence against him were the etatomenta 
of two little girls, and as the tioy flatly 
denied his guilt, the court had to dis- 
charge him. A warrant was theu is- 
sued for his arrest on a charge of inde- 
cent exposure. It had been reported to 
tbe authorities that the youth had been 
guilty of several offenses. Upon inves- 
tigation by Deputy Constable Pickford 
no conclusive evidence could bo ob- 
tained, and this case was also dis- 
missed. 
Brandenberg stated that when he re- 


turned home and was apprised of young 
Shahamarian'a doings he decided uoon 
renewing the case in court. It was 'the 
proper manner to have tho boy pun- 
ished, he said. 


Mr. and Mrs. Brandenberg denied 


any knowledge of any meetings held in 
KusBian town to decide upon what dis- 
position should be made of the youth. 


The meeting held in tbe church on 
Friday night, which waa reported to 
be a gathering of Russians to consider 
Benjamin Shamabarian's actions, was a 
religious affair, according to the state- 
ment of the Russians. These meetings 
are similar to prayer meetings and are 
held almost nightly. Mr. Brandenbe.g 
ie a teacher of tbe Sunday school of the 
church. 


Wben asked their opinion as to who 


was the perpetrator of the triple mur- 
der, both Mr. and Mrs. BrandeabBrg 
shrug;

mies to the Armenian family, to their 
knowledge, were two Armenians. One 
had a difficulty with the elder Shaha- 
marain over a goat and the other, 
whose name is Peters, bad trouble over 
some business matters. Peters and 
Sbahamarian came to blows. Theee oc- 
currences happened nearly a year ago, 
and could not possibly have any bear- 
ine on the present murder. 


Pastor Legler of the Russian church 


was also interviewed. He became con- 
siderably excited as the press represent- 
ative came up. He refused to make a 
statement, saying that whenever he was 
wanted at tbe "court house" he would 
tell what he knew. He did not know 
anything, he said, except the rumors 
that were afloat. He seemed to be 
much worked up because Russians had 
been suspected .of the murder. At his 
prayer meetings nothing "earthly" was 
spoken of, much less Benjamin Shaho- 
marian and the inability of the courts 
to punish him. As to who the perpe- 
trator of the murder was, Rev. I^ctjlpr 
said he had not the slightest idea. He 
was positive, howover, that it wa? not 


, committed by any Russian or Rus- 
I siana. 


The Russians in general e»y that th 


murder must have b««u the work 
Armenian eoemiea, while the Armenian 
think that the aeeaasin can be foun 
among the UuBslaoe. A few months ag 
the elder Khahamarian had trouble wit 
a Russian named Huber. Huber chase 
hint with an axe and Shahamarian too 
refuge In his house. 


Every little circumstance which migl 


lead to tbe detection of the murderer 
being gathered, but up to yeeterday th 
authorities bad arrived at no conclusion 
They are not centering their efforts o 
any definite line. They are all inclined 
however, to place some faith in th 
Russian theory.

held Sunday afternoon from Smith

There were twenty-one deaths during 
lay according to tho report of the 
county health officer. Of these deaths 
our were investigated by tbe coroner 
nd certified accordingly. 
The report of the county health officer 


ilso showed that tbe prevailing dieoases 
uring May were malarial fever, bron- 
hltis, dlarrhtca. Influenza^ rheumatism 
nd tonsillitis. There were 145 casei of 


ilarial fever, an unusual number for 


he season. 


As County Pood Inspector Dr. Adeir 
made his first report. In hie report he 
tated that, accompanied by the county 
dterinary surgeon, he had visited the 
laughter bouses in and around the 
ity. One was in good condition, three 
air, and ibe remainder "filtby in tbe 
xtreme." Decomposing meat, fat and 
efuae matter were (ound in these 
laces which were foul, unswept and 
angerous 
to 
health. Amdng tht__ 


laughter houses Dr. Adair found bones, 
Idee and raw flesh into which tbe 
oga were rooting. Ho said parentbet- 
cally in the report that "hogs thus fat* 
^ned cannot make bealty meat, as they 
re animals requiring a mixed diet." 
Inspection of the skulls of slaughtered 


animals showed a number to have bad 
tbe disease known as "big-bend," an 
affection of a tubercular character. 


He found tbe bogs of the county 


generally healthy, hut condemned ten 
which were Buffering from cancer and 
abscess. 


In regard to tbe butcher shops of 


Fresno, Dr. Adair found their condition 
to be generally satisfactory. The re- 
moval of fly-tainted meat was recom- 
mended. 


Dr. Adair found no cause for com" 


plaint in the vegetable gardens, but it 
was quit/1 different 
En the dairies. Of 


these eighteen ••••>•• inspected, there be- 
iug from five LO o.vtty cows in each. 
"These dairies," said the Doctor, "range 
from flrat-claee to a claea having DO rea- 
sonable excuee for existence." The sani- 
tary condition of these places was 
strongly condemned. Cows were kept 
in filthy quarters without shade or freah 
water atong aide of ditches filled with 
manure in summer and mud in winter. 
The: milkers had unclean hands and 
secretions from the cows were allowed to 
find their way into the milk pails. 


Dr. Adair went on to ear that it would 


be a good day's work for a man to milk 
twenty cowe, but in some dairies a man 
would try to milk thirty-five cows. The 
hours of milking were too long before 
delivery. There was positively no ex- 
cuse for tbe filth and neglect he bad 
witnessed. 


Letcher moved that the report be re- 


ferred back to Dr. Adair, with a request 
to furnish tbe names of the proprietors 
of unsanitary slaughter houwa and dai- 
ries,

Theyoung man, wnos 
name ia Charles White, has dlsappearet 
in a manner which naturally excite 
suspicion, hut hia body hae no.t beei 
discovered nor any direct evidence tha 
he ia dead. 


He waa 22 years old, a Portuguese by 


parentage but born in this country. Hi 
father, Charles White, lives at 42 
Drum street, San Fnmciaco. 


Last Friday morning young White 


was left by the other herders near the 
ford of Big creek to pack the mules ant 
follow the herders. They had desig 
nated a place to camp Friday night 
They proceeded to that place, but he 
did not come. They fired signals, bu 
received no response. They waited til 
a late hoar* and went to bed supperless 
3n Saturday morning they began a 
search. They retraced their steps to 
the ford of Big creek without finding 
any trace'of the missing man.

crossing Big creek they found the mules 
with saddles on, but no packs. At the 
camping place from which they started 
iTriday morning it was apparent that he 
tad packed the supplies and started. 
;t was evident the young man had lefl 
he camp with his mules and supplies. 
Che channel of the creek was searched

drowned or that the packs had been 
ost in the stream. 


No reason haa been assigned why the 


roungman should have voluntarily quit 
lis job.

>tolen. Of course, the supposition is 
•bat, if he was killed, it was done by 
^evarone and Roberts, the Madera out-

to kill a man on a lonely.trail to get pos- 
session of his pack of provisions. There 
would he few places better suited for 
tiding from pursue re than in the rugged 
country about Big creek.

Deputy Sheriff TiiuiniuB and Thomas 


Lyuuh Inivo returned from Cantua and 
oilier poiuta in tho Coaet range where 
they went in hope of being nbletodis- 
cover the trail of Murderer "Dunham 
who was reported to be making his way 
frout Punoche to Cantua. To say that 
Mr. Timintne is thoroughly disgusted is 
putting it mildly. From information 
which was received hers before he 
started he expected to find eome sort of 
evidence that Dunham had been in that 
part of the country, even if he bad 
again made bis escape; but not one iota 
of evidence could be found that he had 
ever been there. 


The only "clew" that could be traced 
at all waa the report that be had stopped 
at • Dutchman's house on tbe trail to 
Cantua. This turned out to be nothing 
more than that the man bad aiked the 
Dutchman for a drink of water. The 
Dutchman did not know whether thin 
man looked like Dunham or like the 
King: of the Cannibal Islands. He paid 
no attention to him, as people paw hie 
bonne and aik him for water about every 
day of the year. Yet, on this founda- 
tion the report waa built that Dunham 
was ia that country and was headed for 
Cantua.

Messrs Timuiina and Lynch followed 


the old Joaquin Marietta trail across 
ranges of mountains eo barren that not 
a tree or weed could be seen in many 
places. Tbe eml is white, and is a sort 
of alkali that yields like aehei under 
foot. The glare of the Bdnahine upon 
it ia almost blinding. 
The trail is 


most difficult and dangerous. 'For miles 
it follows the narrow summit of sharp 
ridges, with barely room fur a horee to 
walk.

Pauocbe and Cantua and getting excited 
every time tuey saw a i.ian on foot or 
even saw a track. They did a lot of rid- 
ing about, always just about to discover 
something, but the discovery never 
came, and probably would never come 
if they were to drive up and down those 
plains for a hundred yeara.

Timmins suggested to them that they 
would have better chance of meeting 
Dunham if they would take to the moun- 
tain trails on foot or with eaddle horses, 
it nearly took their breath, and they 
said if Dunham was never, caught 
till tbey went after him on foot he 
would be a long time at liberty.
